For Deduction 


Of Sales Tax 


Without providing proof, Geor- 
gians in the low-income bracket 
can deduct a maximum of 1.9 per 
cent of their earnings as sales tax 
payments when filing state in- 
come tax returns. 

This was announced Thursday 
by State Revenue Commissioner, 
Charlie Redwine. He adopted a 
schedule of deductions ranging 
from $18 to $400 for individuals 
of varying incomes. 

Redwine said he had decided to 
accept the percentage scale as 
shown by the State Tax Revision 
Committee when it recommended 
passage of the 3 per cent sales tax 
last year. The committee found 
that the 3 per cent tax would cost 
a consumer anywhere from 0.4 
per cent to 1.8 per cent of his in- 
come. It wouldn’t cost the full 3 
per cent, since house rent, in- 
surance, and professional serv- 
ices are not subject to the sales 
tax.

Paris Asks 3 Extra Weeks 
To Weld European Forces _ 


New York Times News Service, Special to The Atianta Constitution 
PARIS, Jan. 3—The French have asked that the meeting of the 
Council of the North Atlantic Treaty Organization, which had been 
set for Lisbon Feb. 2, be postponed for three weeks to allow more 
time to complete negotiations for a European army. 


The request was made to Lester 


B. Pearson, Canadian foreign min- 
ister and chairman of the council, 
after consultation with the gov- 
ernments of Italy, Belgium, The 
Netherlands and Luxembourg. 


Such a postponement would ad- 
vance the deadline for the agree- 
ment of the four governments 
named plus those of France and 
Western Germany on an integrat- 
ed six-nation army as a means of 
bringing West German units into 
the Atlantic defense system in Eu- 
rope. 

_It has been indicated that if the 
six governments did not agree be- 
fore the next meeting of the At- 
lantic Pact council, the United 
States might reconsider its policy 
regarding the arming of German 
units and might propose their in- 
tegration in Western defense on a 


national instead of a European 
basis. 

It was on a national basis that 
Washington proposed rearmament 
of the Germans in September, 
1950, but this procedure was sus- 
pended in the following December 
to give the French a chance to try 


their counter proposal to rearm 
the West Germans within a com- 
bined European force. 


Since then General Eisenhower, 
who originally joined military 
leaders in Washington in opposing 
the French plan, has become an 
ardent partisan of the European 
army and eloquently urged it at 
the Rome meeting of the Atlantic 
Pact council in November and at 
the conference of European for- 
eign ministers here last week.

Pessimists among us say that America is 


going to hell in a hack. Some of them even 


see the conveyance as a heavy, high-priced, 
high-powered automobile. 

One thing is certain. Since Haynes, Olds 
and the other pioneers first hooked an inter- 
nal combustion engine to the buggy, auto- 
mobilés have grown in number, size, horse- 
power, speed and expense of upkeep.

There are those experts, automotive and

There is the 
story of a miracle offering boundless blessings for the future—or so 


it once would have been. 

The other news item told of 
another miracle—a new syn- 
thetic chemical devised by the 
Monsanto Chemical Co. which 
can do, in a few hours, what 
our tillers of the soil—including 
us amateur gardeners—take 
months and sometimes years 
doing to improve our fields and 
gardens with fertilizers and hu- 
mus and peat moss. This new 
chemical, which in effect opens 
up the pores of the dirt so it 
can take in more freely oxygen, 
water and nutrition, was an- 
nounced at the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science convention in Philadel- 
phia.

The lamp shade in a tradi- 
tional bedroom might get an 
eyelet “overskirt”; or one of 
net, cotton lace, or organdy. 

An Early - American room 
would take to a new lamp 
shade cover of big-checked 
gingham; or fine- printed cotton, 

Here are how-to-do instruc- 
tions from Mrs. Z. J. Lee, sew- 
ing consultant of a local depart- 
ment store: 

1, Measure the depth of your 
shade, adding an inch for head- 
ing and hem. 

2. Measure the circumference 
of the shade, adding half-again 
as many inches if you plan to 
gather the “overskirt.” 

3. Attach the overskirt to the 
shade by gathering to fit; or by 
stitching elastic underneath. 

4. Gather about an inch and a 
half from the top edge to give.a 
heading. 

Other tricks Mrs. Lee passes 
on are: 

Eyelet can be made into a 
shade cover with no stitching 
except a side seam. Just lace 
narrow ribbon through the 
beading and tie onto the shade. 
A net overskirt needs no hem- 
ming. It won’t ravel. 

The pleater attachment of 
your sewing machine will give 
“modern” unpressed pleats to 
the shade’s “new spring dress.”

Children rarely talk about the 
feelings and experiences that 
are of deepest concern to them, 
And this applies particularly to 
their fears. 


Why they~refrain from doing 
so, even with those who are 
really in tune with. them, we 
can only surmise. But surely 
among the reasons is that the 
feeling remains somewhat in 
their sub-conscious; that they

with milk and little else. 

' Forty-one of the children stil! 
took their milk from a baby bot- 
tle with a nipple. Several had 
never been weaned. Others dis- 
sipated their natural appetites 
by drinking milk from a bottle 
throughout the day. 


POOR SLEEPERS 


Without exception, they were 
anemic, weak, pale, nervous and 
poor sleepers. They suffered 
frequent colds and stomach up- 
sets. Some had rickets. But 
the mothers said: 

“IT always thought that if a 
child got a quart of milk a day 
everything would be all right.” 

Drs. Julian Price and Walter 
Hart of Florence, S. C., com- 
mented in -the current Journal 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation: 

“Milk is undoubtedly the best 
single food but it is not a com- 
plete food. Many children not 
only do not need but cannot 
take a quart a day if they are 
to eat the additional foods re- 
quired for normal growth and 
development.” 

The report said many of the 
children were drugged with 
laxatives and—while they had 
good medical care until they 
were a year old—the mothers 
didn’t bother with checkups by 
doctors thereafter. 

One 15-month-old boy was 
fed breast milk for breakfast, 
dinner and supper.

1. “Misunderstanding as to 
the importange of milk in the 
daily diet ....

The doctors said the study 
showed that very young babies 
get good medical care but many 
parents begin to neglect their 
well-being after the first vear.

The doctors suggested 
this as an adequate diet: 

Fruit juice, an egg, and cereal 
or toast for breakfast; two vege- 
tables, a starch, and meat or 
cheese for lunch; and fruit or 
vegetable, cereal or sandwiches, 
and a simple dessert for dinner. 
A glass of milk should be of- 
fered at each meal but nothing

In holding that the pilots’ union 
was an employer within the defi- 
nition of the Taft-Hartley law, 
the board said: “It seems clear 

_ that congress intended that labor 
unions be treated like any other 
employer with regard to their 
own employees, because section 
two (2) of both the original (Wag- 
ner Act) and the amended acts 
provide in part: ‘the term “em- 
ployer” ... shall not include any 
labor organization other than 
when acting as an employer’.” 

The board also found no diffi- 
culty with the interstate commerce 
requirement to take jurisdiction 
of the case.

Anoxia means oxygen deficit, 
insufficient oxygen being sup- 
plied to the cells, tissues and or- 
gans to maintain functional 
efficiency, vite, health. 

Headache is one of the com- 
mon symptoms of anoxia. Too 
often such headache is ascribed 
to anemia or fatigue or “nerves” 
or constipation or other sup- 
positious cause when in fact it 
is due to breathing air slightly 
polluted with colorless, odorless 
carbon monoxide gas—as little 
as one part of which in a thou- 
sand parts of air may cause 
headache and other symptoms. 

Such CO anoxia headache and 
other symptoms in the cases of 
an office worker in a garage 
were traced to pollution of the 
air of the office by the exhaust 
of automobile engines running 
in the garage. In the case of a 


housewife the source of carbon | 


monoxide was a badly sooted 
water heater in the basement 
under the kitchen. In thousands 
of cases the carbon monoxide 
anoxia is due to the heedless 
use of fuel burning ‘heaters 
without. stove pipe connection 
with the chimney or the open 
air. Salesmen declare or imply 
that a special gadget insures 
that the burner will consume 
or destroy all noxious fumes 
and the poor ignorant customers 
don’t know enough to question 
the false claim. 

Aside from the many cases of 
slight or chronic carbon monox- 
ide anoxia from breathing air 
polluted with carbon monoxide, 
in industrial plants, in the home 
and from excessive smoking, 
there are a good many cases of 
frequent or recurring headache, . 
particularly headache early in 
the morning, that seem to be 
due to anoxia, oxygen deficit, 
because increased absorption of 
oxygen promptly stops the head- 
ache in such cases. 

The amount of oxygen ab- 
sorbed depends primarily on the 
needs of the body at the mo- 
ment and little or not at all on 
the amount of oxygen in the air, 
the rate or depth of breathing 
or even on inhalations of pure 
oxygen. The metabolism, the
